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A V I A T I O N HERE AND ABROAD. 


Many American visitors to Europe 


seem to be especially impressed by 
the trc mentions interest which most of 
the European countries are taking in 
aviation as contrasted with the lack of 
interest in this country. 
Thus a New 
York engineer who has just returned 
from a tour of England, France and 
Germany says: 
“Wherever I went in Europe I found 
aircraft operating. 
The public gener-. 
ally is interested in flying, but there 
still are many people who hesitate to 
leave the ground. I was well received 
in Germany and aircraft manufactur­ 
ers there expressed a desire to cooper­ 
ate with America 
and 
do 
business 
gen orally with American concerns. 
“British manufacturers and inven­ 
tors are getting considerable support 
from the government. At the Air Con­ 
ference just held in London civilian 
and governmental 
reports were pro­ 
duced indicating 
intense 
interest in 
England concerning the development 
of airplanes commercially, not only in 
Great 
Britain 
but 
throughout the 
world. 
There is no fact concerning 
aviation that the British Air Ministry 
does not secure and place at the dis­ 
posal of British subjects.” 
Iii this country, 
certainly, there is 
nothing comparable to this European 
int r^'st and activity in aviation. What 
the government is doing in the way of 
developing an air service as an essen­ 
tial br: neb of the national defense is 
probably not 
fully 
known to many 
persons, ’*ut there is no approach on 
the part of private enterprise in this 
country to the activity which private 
enterprise in the Old World is show­ 
ing in aeronautics. More than $1,000,- 
000 worth of freight has been trans­ 
ported out of the United Kingdom this 
year in cargo planes and more than 
$2,000,000 worth of imports has been 
brought in the same way. Passenger 
air lines connect the principal cities, 
and both freight rates and passenger 
rates are far lower than one would be 
apt to suppose. 
That America should be a laggard 
in this important field of development 
is one of the surprises of the war’s aft­ 
ermaths. 
All the circumstances of the 
case seemed to favor the view that af­ 
ter the war America would lead the 
world in aviation and particularly in 
the adaptation of the airplane to the 
uses of peace. 
Yet the opposite seems 
to be the case, and no adequate ex­ 
planation suggests itself. 


MR. ROOT AND THE CABINET. 
It was plain from 
the 
beginning 
that the most serious of Mr. Harding’s 
immediate problems was the problem 
of the cabinet. 
His cabinet selections 
would show what 
sort 
of policy he 
would carry out during his administra­ 
tion, and since there is the widest sort 
of division in his party as to what the 
character of his administration’s pol­ 
icy should be, speculations as to the 
probable 
composition of his cabinet 
have aroused wide interest. 
It is said 
that the party chiefs are deeply con­ 
cerned over the matter, and that al­ 
ready there is war within the G. O. P. 
The disturbance centers around Mr, 


Root. 
A large 
and 
influential ele­ 
ment of the party wants Mr. Root to 
be secretary of state. 
A 
vociferous 
and formidable element does not want 
him and wilL&pot have him. Mr. Root 
is a League of Nations man, which is 
the main reason why the first element 
wants him and the second 
element 
doesn't. 
What will the new president 
do about it? 
Even 
democrats 
may 
venture a 
guess and perhaps the best guess is 
that 
neither 
Mr. 
Root, 
the 
pro- 
Leaguer, nor one of the rabid anti- 
Leaguers will be secretary of state. 
Mr. Harding got to the white house 
largely by following the middle of the 
road, and he is likely to stick to the 
middle of the road a while longer. 
There is talk of Senator Sutherland of 
Utah as a compromise candidate for 
the Dortfolio of state. 
He is not com­ 
parable with Root in fitness for the 
post but he probably stands a better 
chance of getting it. 


PARCEL POST DEFECTS. 


From the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 


Considerable dissatisfaction is still 
voiced against the present organiza­ 
tion of the parcel post service. A con­ 
gressional 
corftnittee 
has 
recently 
been appointed 
to inquire 
into the 
causes of these defects, and the postal 
methods that are at the foundation of 
this criticism. 
Merchants are generally advocating 
the establishment in the parcel post 
service of the system of receipts that 
obtains in the express service. 
This 
they assert is necessary not so much to 
prevent actual financial loss to them­ 
selves as to eliminate the inconveni­ 
ence experienced in failing to have 
merchandise delivered to their custo­ 
mers with 
no information 
as to its 
whereabouts for a considerable per­ 
iod after its shipment. 
It is further 
contended 
that 
the 
present policy of leaving parcels on 
the doorstep makes it impossible for 
the merchant to refuse goods that he 
wishes to return and places a heavy 
clerical responsibility 
on 
him 
that 
really belongs to the shipper. 
The 
losses that are incurred in this way are 
met in large measure by the insurance.

agery in Germany. 
Since the a r­ 
mistice, the menagerie has broken 
up and wild

have to be 

Ow­ 
ing to lack of shipping space be­ 
tween European countries and the 
United States very few of these ani­ 
mals are brought here. 
Circus men say there is a great 
scarcity in thrillers and are search­ 
ing the country for “dare devils” 
to give circus crowds some excite­ 
m ent for their money.

Mr. Putnam has b°en deeply inter­ 
ested in genealogy, eugenics and New 
England histories, and lias compiled 
and published a number of works on 
these subjects. 
Ile has conducted ex­ 
tensive investigations over a period of 
more than twenty-five years into the 
question 
of immigration. He 
is a 
member of the Society of Colonial 
Wars, the Sons of the American Revo­ 
lution, tho Military Or/ler of Foreign 
Wars, aud American Historical Socie­ 
ty. 
Early in the fail of 1915 Mr. Put­ 
nam became convinced that this coun­ 
try must enter the war eventually, 
and joined the training school organ­ 
ized in his state. 
He attended the 
Plattsburg camp the following sum­ 
mer and the next winter was a mem­ 
ber of a provisional battalion of infan­ 
try. 
He was barred from a commis­ 
sion in the line because of his age. but 
on April 4, 1917, was commissioned a 
captain In the quartermaster corps. 
His son also was in tile service. 
Mr. Putnam served as assistant to 
the depot quartermaster in Boston and 
Inter served 
overseas 
in 
the 
fuel 
branch. 
He was discharged August 
22, 1919. 
Mr. Putnam is a charter 
member of Wellesley Post No. 72 of 
the American I>*gion, and was insur­ 
ance officer and post historian until 
he resigned to accept the post of de­ 
partment historian for Massachusetts, 
where he served also In the capacity 
of a member of the ^ ta te executive 
committee. 
He had performed Hie 
duties of a national historian of the 
Legion before that office was made 
permanent. 


Rode Horseback 5,000 Miles. 
The record for the longest individual 
ride of which an authentic account has 
been given is held by Lieut. Penchkof 
of the Russian cavalry. 
In 1882 he 
rode from ills station in distant Si­ 
beria, a place with an unpronounce­ 
able name, to St. Petersburg, a dis­ 
tance of over 5,000 miles, In 193 days. 
This was more of an endurance than 
a speed test. Riding an ordinary pony 
of Siberian breed, carrying no baggage 
or provisions, lie averaged thirty-seven 
milos a day and often made more than 
fifty-six miles a day. 
Ile rested at 
night. 
He 
used 
tile 
same 
horse 
throughout the trip. 
Starting, every 
morning at 7. he generally made lint 
one stop for rest during tin* day, sim­ 
ply loosening tho girdle of his saddle 
while resting, but retired every night at 
9. 
As he approached St. Petersburg 
after his long ride a life guard regi­ 
ment, with two bands mot him and es­ 
corted flint into the city, where he was 
received by tim czar and knighted for 
his achievement. 


Record 
Horseback 
Rides. 
There is a reliable account given of 
an 
Englishman, 
Squire 
Osbald- 
.tone, having ridden, in 1*831, 200 miles 
in t«*n hours. 
In doing this, however, 
he rode IO horses and changed every 
four miles. 
A wonderful test of en­ 


d u r a n c e and pluck was tile case of 
(’apt. diaries* Townley, anet lier Eng­ 
lish cavalryman, who. in 1849, rode 
with dispatches from Belgrade to Con­ 
stantinople, 820 miles. 
He remained 
n lim saddle five days and ll hours 
without rest, except on one occasion 
for six hours and Hie time consumed 
iii changing lo fresh horses.

the horse lie rode dropped under him 
from exhaustion. 
It was a historic 
ride, for upon the event of his arriving 
in Constantinople ahead of all other 
couriers hung the decision of the war, 
which by ids accomplishing the feat 
was averted.

NAME FEW WOULD RECOGNIZE 


But It Was Miguel Saavedra Who Gave 
the Immortal “ Don Quixote" 
to the World. 


That Miguel Saavedra wrote the im­ 
mortal “Don Quixote” is not known 
by many. 
Ask the man on the street 
and lie will tell you Cervantes was 
the* author. 
Tins is for Hie reason 
that his full name, Miguel de Cer­ 
vantes 
Saavedra, 
is not popularly 
known. 
He was born on October 9, 1547, 
and the age which gave Shakespeare 
to England gave Cervantes to Spain. 
In 1590 he made an ineffectual appli­ 
cation to tile king for an appointment 
in America, “a shelter for Hie poor 
and a refuge for tile unfortunate.” 
From Seville lie moved to Valladolid, 
and tradition runs that he was impris­ 
oned there us a debtor or a defaulter, 
and that while in prison he commenced 
writing “Don Quixote,” the second part 
of which did nor appear until 1015. 
Three weeks before his death 
lie 
formally entered the Franciscan or­ 
der and was buried in the convent of 
the nuns of Trinity, Madrid. 
There are two events in the history 
of Cervantes that are most remark­ 
able: Tile first that, nominally though 
not actually, he died on tile same day 
as Shakespeare—April 23, MBG—the 
difference in computing tile calendar 
causing the apparent similarity. 
The 
second 
point 
of importance 
coupled with wonder is that no monu­ 
ment was raised to ids memory till 
1835, when a statue of heroic pro­ 
portions was cast in Rome and set 
up in Madrid.—Chicago Journal.

They wait respectfully till 
they are summoned by the very mor­ 
tals they ought to terrify.

swer, like bell boys, to the call of 
such silly devices as ouija hoards. 
Can you. imagine a Shakespearean 
ghost waiting to he summoned? Those 
were specters with minds of their 
own. 
They appeared when"it pleased 
them to appear, uninvited and more 
often than not undesired. 
You might 
slmut “Aaaunt thee!” till you were 
hoarse; you might call them “foul 
spirits” or any other uncomplimentary 
terms you could think of, but until 
their job 
was 
done not "one inch 
would they budge. The modern spirit 
vanishes if you give him half a chance, 
lint then to* only came in the first 
place to oblige you, out of politeness 
and 
weakmindedness.—Margaret
